The report of the A G. revealed that 
the irregularities m the maintenance of accounts and other 
expenditure were not unusual but they weie as good as in 
any other department and as bad as in any other department.

and inhabitants thus endangered, an emergency of definite 
and great public importance has arisen. 

I, therefore, move this House to adjourn to discuss this 
matter of definite public importance and urgency."
